We all envy that person who is capable of speak¬ 


ing easily and fluently upon a variety of subjects. 


It is practi 


cally impossible to read even hurriedly, without observing new 


words. 


Such observation in this way is the easiest way of increas 


ing ones 


vocabulary. An extremely 


good habit for every reader to 


form is that of making himself familiar with the meaning of all 
those words which he finds are not perfectly clear to him. It is, 
of course, possible to gain a vague conception of the meaning of 


an unfamiliar word merely studying the context. 


In some cases this 


might be sufficient, it is bettor to secure a definition from the 




dictionary.
